Lays It* CI im to Greatness to One 

Eminent Pjp.l. 

Shakespeare^ school! The Wordi

the Knglisb drama learned his "small 
Latin and less Wreck" should still do 
duty ns an academy — nay, that the 
very benches upon which' he and his 
. i. .i sat should be occupied to- 
day by leys equally light-hearted, 
and, indeed, differing but little men- 
tally or physically from their ]>noV- 
vs'ors of Elizabeth's time. 
Shakespeare's school exists nnd 
rives, and some two years since the 
writer enjoyed the privih 
ing this little known pi 
grimage. It is known 
known three hundred am 
ago) by the name of Strat ford-on 
Grammar School. Documen- 
tary evidence exists that the school 
was founded about 1230, and subse- 
quently added to and endowed by 
pious and worthy people, until Henry 
IV. finally took it under his royal 
protection and assigned to it an in- 
come. Another patron was Edward 
"I., the "boy king." 

The school is a quaint old struc- 
re of the stone and wooden joist 
nd so beloved by painters. It has 
very high brick chimneys and a level 
reach of sward in the rear, upon which 
the boys were used to bowl, play 
stool ball, nnd knuckle down to mar- 
bles. It is, however, too small for 
• school and playground 
■el'ul shadow of the old 
;>f Stratford, with the 
ad head master's house 
ound it.

A CURIOUS IiJSEOT. 

Lives Only a Part of a Single Ni^ht 
III Rapid Changes. 

It is in August that the naturalis 
observe the marvelous insect which is 
born, reproduces, and dies in the 
period of a single night, on the banks 
of the Warne, of the Seine and of the 
Rhine. It is the ephemere of which 
Sirammerdam has written, and which 
is spoken of in Aristole. 

The life of this insect does not last 
beyond four or five hours. It dies to- 
wards 11 o'clock in the evening 
after taking the form of a butterfly 
about six hours after midday. It is 
true, however, that before taking this 
form it has lived three years in that of 
a worm, which keeps always near the 
border of water in the holes which it 
makes in the mud. 

The change of this worm in the 
water to an ephemere which flies is 
so sudden that one has not the time 
to see it. If one takes the worm in 
the water the hand cannot be taken 
away before the change is made, un- 
less by pressing the worm slightly in 
the region of the chest ; by this means 
it can be taken from the Water be- 
fore (he change takes place, 

The ephemere, after leaving the 
water, seeks a place where it can di- 
vert itself of a fine membrane or veil, 
which entirely covers it. This sec- 
ond change takes (dace in the air. 
The ephemere arrests itself with the 
'nt of its little nails as (irmly as it

Spontaneous Combustion of Human

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Heavy Steel Cable 0»ar a 

Mountain Trail. 

To one who has seen the difficulty 
with which the great spools of steel 

cable are moved to the power-hones 
of the Olive street line in St. Louis 
it becomes an interesting question 
how an engineer could solve the prob- 
lem of hauling the same quantity of 
rope over a trail cut in tut tide 01 a 
moon tain and SO precipitous that 
even the sure-footed ponies of the 

mountain could not he trusted to 
make the trip. Yet the feat has been 
accomplished in a manner that was 
as novel and ingenious as it was 
luccessful. 

At Telluride, Col., the Nellie 
mine, located in the Marshall basin 
in the center of a chain of mountains 
that are almost impregnable to the 
advances of man, had just completed 
the construction of the skeleton of' 
an aerial tramway designed to bring 
ores from the mine to the mill in 
the valley situated some 2. r >«H i feet 
below, across a ragged range of Mill 
that apparently defied the efforts of 
•nginecrs to penetrate. The cabh 
was down at the railway station, 
mounted on a big spool similar to 
those which have become familiar 
sights around cable railway houses. 
The wire rope weighed 1 7,000 pounds 
d represented a length of 13,200 
feet. To move this bulk on a level 
would have been a prodigious task, 
while to haul it over a roadway that 
did not average more than 15 inches 
idth seemed preposterous. Yet 
that was precisely what was done. 
The simplicity of the plan is of the 
Columbus order, but the mode did 
jiot suggest itself to any previous 
engineer. It was decided to haul the 
cable to the Nellie on a jack train, 
a number of burros or diminu- 
mules trained to follow a bell 
without ever deviating from 
the narrow ledge that answered for a 
path. 

First of all, the rope was unwound 
and apportioned into 130 small coils, 
each weighing about 110 pounds. 
Then when all was ready for the 
trip the wire cable was attached to 
the burros, two rolls being slung on 
titer side of the little- pack saddles, 
and there securely lashed, so that 
any disturbance of the donkey would 
not let the load be released. Sixty- 
four burros were required for the 
undertaking, and the long train 
strung out over the mountains in an 
undulating mass that was connected 
by the Gordian knot of steel that 
could not be parted. Should one have 
ped. a fault that occasionally hap- 
s, the weight of the cable would 
e held him close to the train and 
the packmasters would quickly ban 
'ltd him back on terra firma. Fortu- 
lately, there was not the slightest, in- 
ident in the entire trip, and long 
before dark the cable was unloaded 
at the mine and the engineers had be- 
gun to string it out over the tram- 
way. 

The satire of fate is the effect of 
the new means of transporting ore. 
As soon as the tramway is finished 
it will displace the services of the 
packers and their long trains of jacks, 
and the tireless animals whose steady 
legs made possible this form of cheap 
transportation will be thrown out of 

a job. The tramway will do the work 
of 1.000 burros, and docs not cost 
anything more than the price of a 
man's services to nttend the brake, 
for the ore descending brings had; 
the empty buckets and also elevates 
mill supplies and small machinery, 

practically meeting all the require- 
ments of the mine.— St. Louis filobe- 
Demncrat.

•OUality, both take so many forms, 
racial, national and individual, that 
no formula lias ever been found to ex- 
press the essentia] qualities of either. 
Very likely, too, wit ami humor 
mean different things to different 
men, and depend somewhat on the 
f individual's outlook on this odd and 
contradictory but interesting world 

of ours. They have certainly meant 
different things in different ages. In 
fact, wit once meant intellectual 
acumen, something which might be 
> displayed in a dry legal arg 
Y where there was no wit at all 
modern sense, and humor, ori 
some fittid in the blood, meant 
whimsicality of disposition, -1 
to extravagant individuality, 
sense words are used, with gomi 
fications, by Shakespeare. 
J. In the present century there has 
,/^een a disposition to extend the _. D 
niiicance oi liumor and to regard it ns 
meaning that quality which leads a 
man to take a broad and tolerant view 
of the world, and not to be imposed 
on by the shows of things. This has 
come partly from an increasing per- 
ception of the justness and depth of 
the book of the Spaniard, Cervantes, 
Since "Don Quixote" is cofessedly a 
greathumorousbook.thefact that it is 
not a mere comic story, but a picture 
of life, remarkable for its subtlety and 
power and truth, has caused men to 
feel that balance and insight arc con- 
comitants, if not essential parts, of 
true humor. The humorous man 
never gives an exaggerated value to 
social display or distinction, nor does 
he undervalue them. Thus, Mr. Lin- 
coln, one of the truly humorous men 
of the world, was entirely unaffected 
by the blandishments of the great 
social world at Washington. 

At the same time he never assumed 
to despise it with an affected rusticity, 
as so many do who are destitute of the 
true humorous perception. He saw 
"the thing as it was," as Bunyan says. 
It has been said sometimes that Mr. 
Lincoln was too ambitious a man to be 
thoroughly humorous; that is, that 
he overvalued the presidency. This 
is not true, for the chief magistracy 
"6f]the nation is a very great place, 
not for display or for the receiving of 
homage — these elements Mr. Lineo" 
estimated at their proper worth- 
but for the opportunity of doing 
great things. The wcli-bah 
mind ardently desires an opportunity 
^ipfenergizinginitsproperelement,ai " 
^Ir. Lincoln felt this worthy impuh 
Had he been actuated by petty at 
bition, or radically deceived as to his 
own capacities, he would have for- 
feited, his title to be considered a 
humorous man in the broad sense 

The humorous man loves children 
unless, fndced, they are sophisticated, 
and then they become abhorrent to 
him. He loves real children because 
he finds in them the directness of per- 
ception and disposition to express the 
truth that is part of his own nature. 
He does not get angry easily at some 
little injury to himself or fancied 
slight; but, when he does get angry, 
he is very angry, because he is 
aroused by some grave breach 
of moral law — some example 
of selfishness on the large scale. 
He is not apt to act wrongly. Like 
the rest of us he is fallibleand human, 
but, as a*rule, he sees the action more 
clearly than we do; he estimates mo- 
tives more justly — even his own mo- 
tives — and gives the good motives 
their proper weight. He sees the ab- 
surdity of wickedness. He is very 
apt to dissent from any dogmatic 
proposition, and to state and main- 
tain a paradox, because he can see 
both sides. 

He sets before us, if he can write, 
a topsy-turvy world, but, it has strict 
relation to the true world — not to 
•*<>ijj^e artificial world of convention 
or fashion. He is no respector of 
persons, nor of wealth and place, be- 
cause he sees that the things to which 
men attach most weight are unim- 
portant compared to kindliness and 
justice. Thus he is radically demo- 
cratic. 

In this view, joking may be a con- 
comitant of humor, but it is not a nec- 
essary element. In fact, a vein of sad- 
ness frequently runs through the 
highest manifestations of the hu- 
morous faculty. The humorist, seeing 
things in their true relations, sets them 
before us by ironical exaggerations 
jind inverted analogies in a new and 
unexpected light. In his presenta- 
tion of life we find suddenly an ele- 
' ment of truth embodied in absurdity, 
an agreement in contrarieties, which 
iftMM us to smile, but at the same 
time to reflect. True humor never 
rates an empty laugh. 

It is through the writings of hu- 
morists of this type, from Irving to 
Clemens, that America makes her 
claim to have added to the world's 
literature. — St. Louis (ilobe-Demo-
